P. D. Gard¬ 
ner, colored, and Dr. Rucker tor the 
accused, the case of the State vs. E. S. 

(“ Trout”) Shue was given to the jury 
last Thursday afternoou, and the jury, 
after being out one hour and ten min¬ 
utes, returned^ into Court with a ver¬ 
dict of murder in the iirst degree, as 
charged in the indictment, but recom¬ 
mending that the accused be punished 
by imprisonment, which means, under 
the law, that he be confined in the peni¬ 
tentiary for the term of his natural life. 
Dr. Rucker entered a motion for a new 
trial, but this was withdrawn the next 
morning, and Shue will be duly sen 
tenced before the Court adjourns.— 
Though the evidence was entirely cir¬ 
cumstantial, the verdict meets general 
approval, as all who heard the evidence 
are satisfied of the prisoner’s £iult.— 
After tie murder "Shue had every op¬ 
portunity to make his escape, as four 
weeks elapsed before he was arrested 
and put in jail. The fact that he did 
not do bo was explained by Mr. Gilmer, 
in !ii« argument, by showing that Shue 
was all the time laboring under the im¬ 
pression that he could not be convicted 
on circumstantial evidence, and felt se¬ 
cure 111 knnU'ittnr I lint I umu HA uflf.

ing away the filth from a section inhab¬ 
ited by forty or fifty thousand people ;] 
slaughter houses, stables and pig-sties 
are built immediately over the stream . 
But all this our persecutors consider 
harmless and pallatable, while they 
claim to be nauseated by a little China 
clay, lime and wood fibre, which gets 
into the river at our plant. There is 
no accounting for tastes. But do not un¬ 
derstand that all Cumberland is against 
us. Many of her best citizens were 
witnesses in our behalf at the recent 
trial ; more than 5,000 voters living in 
the county have petitioned against the 
prosecution, many of whom reside in 
Cumberland. 

As I have said before, we are not re¬ 
sponsible for the pollution , do not have 
to leave there and do not propose to do 
so until we get ready. VVe have de¬

We have de¬ 
cided to build our new plant on the 
Greenbrier river, because the condi 
tions appear to us to be more favorable 
here for the conduct of our business, 
and now that competition is so acute 
and margins so narrow, we are obliged 
to seek the best possible location. 

The building of our new plant does 
not of necessity involve the abandon¬ 
ment of the plant operated on the Po¬ 
tomac river. Later it may appear to 
be to our interest to withdraw entirely 
from that section, but such a course 
has not yet been determined upon.

The Professor spent several 
weeks in examining the on tire situa¬ 
tion, giving particular attention to all 
the alleged sources of pollution, made 
numerous tests in his laboratory at the 
University. As a result, he states most
